6 for the United Kingdom for the purpose of presenting to the Commanding 
General of the Army Air Forees in the United Kingdom the report resulting 

rom the CROSSBOW test conducted by the CG AAFPGC at Eglin Field, Florida, 
during the month of February, 1944. 


2. Upon arrival in the United Kingdom General Grandison Vardiner, 
vi ©, present in the theatre on another mission, was contacted end 
the undersigned operated in close cooperation with General Gardiner on 
thig mission. Various conferences and conversations were held with 
representatives of JSSTAF, 8th Air Force, 9th Air Force and its Advance 
Headquarters, 8th Fighter Command snd 9th Fighter Command. The Head- 
quarters of the AEAF in London were also visited and the aatter discussed 
with Major General Hoyt Vandenberg, Deputy C-in-C, and the Operational 
Steff. Air Miniatry was contacted and several conversations were held 
with Air Marshal N. 8. Bottomley, UCAS; and Air Comuod re Peliy, Special 
Uperations; and their Staffs. 


3. Through the courtesy of Air Marsnal Bottomley and tne «.4.7., 
two K.A.F. stations operating Typhoone and Mosquitoes against CUS. 
targets were visited and conferences held with highly experienced opera- 
tional officers as to actual combat experience. Several AAF operational 
stations were also visited and cersonal observation made. Through these 
conversations, and personal experience and observation, the following 
combat impressions were obtained:

Subject: CROSSBO! Countermeasures. 


l. The Assistant Secretary of Yar for Air, Hr. Lovett, today 
visited the Director, New Developments Divieion, “ar Department 
General Steff, at the suggestion of the Secretary of Wer, for the 
purpose of discussing countermeasures against ChOSSO) targets in 
‘rence. In the discussion of the problems, ir. Lovett made certain 
specific recommendations, as listed below. It is requested that these 
recommendations be forwarded to the Uxecutive Director, Army Air 
Porees Board, Orlando, Florida, as soon as possible for his consicere- 
tion in connection with the Air "orces Board CROSSHOW Project. 


2. Mr. Lovett is very etrongly impressed by the possibilities 
of using fire as a destroying weapon, particularly of camouflage. 
If newly developed ‘incendiaries can be accurately placed on the tar- 
gets, the overall effect on installations thereat may be more devas te- 
ting than damage caused by relatively localized high explosive bursts. 
With respect to incendiaries, he recommended specifically that tests 
be conducted using the aimable cluster, Type 56 R2, with H-69 solidified 
oil bomb with ejection charge. 


3. It was suggested that possibilities be explored of the use 
of the Meavy 7.2 rocket to be fired from a launching cradle which 
ean be lowered from the bomb bay of the 4-20 or the A-26, A weapon 
of this power end accuracy micht provide new potentialities to our 
minimm altitude tactice. 


It was also suggested by Mr. Lovett that detailed considera- 
tion be given to the possibility of employing repeated “pecking 
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5. This Division coneurs in Mr. Lovett's belief that we must

1. At the present time, a study on employment of elide bombs, or 
guided missiles, is under preparation. The study includes the present 
status of the guided missile program, launching aircraft and appropriate 
targets.

the Feadouerters Allied Air Support Command was pleced in control of 242 Grc 
and ZII Air Support Comeand. It waa stationed with Headquarters, First /imy 
and was directed to support First /rmuy. Thue throughout this period, the current 
American concept of fupport Avietion was in vogue and there were large nuvbers 
end severel types of aireraft under the viféual command of ground comianders 
down to include Corps Comuanders. 


b. Concert and Fmplo t, Generel. During this period the allies 


had more afreraft then the axis. However, the superior air power inherent in 
our greater numerical adventare was never developed nor employed. The fact hes 


= ** 
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ole 


never been ‘more clear., illustrated that greater numbe.. of aircraft than the 
enemy possesses do not automatically confer any advantage unless those greater 
numbers are organized under proper air forces command. The question "Who is 
containing whom?" was most embarassing during this period. The overall effect 
of the unsound orgenization and operational concept of our air effort was 
eraphicelly illustrated by the fact that the enemy was permitted to move, 

in lightly escorted and unaraed transports, as many as one thousand men per 
day from Italy and Sicily to sirdromes in Tunisia which were only °0 miles 
dietant from our own air bases. By cir and by sea the enemy transported about 
150,000 men with their armor and equipment, and supported end then maintained 
them almost wholly from airdromes snd seaports within the range of our supporting 
air forces. 


During this period a sizeable number of combat units were at all times 
assigned te 2.2 Group, and XII Air Support Command, and were employed in direct 
support roles to the neglect of the proper offensive task of obtaining air 
euperiority and thus aseisting the theatre task as 2 whole, Tis in epite of the 
doctrine set forth in Paragraph 2b Fx 31-35 that ateates that other types (than 
observation) are assigned or attached to Air Support Commands "as the 
situation requires.” Fach ground comuanier naturally and properly viewed the 
ground (and air) operations on his imsediste front as of paramount importance 
and insisted that his air support forces be employed almost exclusively on. 
his front. Each commander agreed that superiority in the air was necessary, 
but that the air war which could gein that superiority should be fought by 
someone else's air force. In contrast the axis air forces were moved freely 
up and down the front and were ordinarily able to strike in force agrinst only 
such opposition as our locel air units could muster. From the viewpoint of the 
ground commander, the condition was habitually too preesrious on his immediate 
front to permit "the diversion of the air uhits alloceted to support his ground 
forces from their direct support tasks to distant air foree missions." 


The foregoing broad statenents ere supported by the general course of 
the campaign during this period which terminated with the abandonment of Gefsa, 
eveouation of the Thelepte and Sbeitla air bese areas and with the 1 th and 
2lst Panzer Divisions moving on Tebessa and Le Kef through the Kaszerine 
gateway, These broad statements are supported in specific detail by mumerous 
incidents in the official records of which the following are selected as most 
etriking: 


(1) Ady Umbrella. When an offensive to dislodge two battalions from the 
Faid Pass was being planned, it was estimated that the enemy might essenble 24 
Stukkas to dive-bomb our forces. The ground comeander insisted that a friendly 
fighter patrol be kept cireling over the battle area during ell daylight hours 
on the two successive days of the cperstion as a prerequisite to teking offensive 
action or even to planning to attack, It was explained that our fichter strengt! 
and time and distance factors would permit us to maintain only trelve fighters 
on such a patrol and that that petrol should interfere «ith but could not 
prohibit 24 determined Stukkas from delivering an attack. It was clearly explained 
by the highest air commander in this theatre, that the provision of this “urbrella* 
which itself ras of questionable value, would also automatically prohibit using 
any of the many light tombers at hand agninet either the ftukias at thelr bases 
or any hostile ground targete end would furthermore prohibit any reconnaissance 
whatsoever over the defiles through which reserves were expected or through 
whieh the enemy sight withdrew. The ground commander insisted upon the umbrella 
thus emasculeting «11 the offensive power and ignoring «11 of the reconnoitering 
capabilities of the sizeable airforce at his disposal for one defensive function 
of doubtful value. 


(2) g ' e 3 r_beses. 


then Fomeel was East of Tripoli, the Thelepte air bases permitted operstions by 
short rence alrereft deep into the hostile rear, This strategic or teotica) 
edvantage was repeatedly stressed by the air men. Nevertheless, through 
February 1943, the ground forces were deployed with their main strength in the 
defensively strong naturel terrain in the far North from Medjes-el-lab to 
Djebel Bargou and Gafea and the Theiepte air beses were surrendered. 


(3) Snir CREEPER CaCHEEnS eel At a time when the sir-borne interception 
equipment in the Seaufighter airplane was in the most secret category, « nuster of 


/Beaufighters «ere 
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Beaufighters were sssigned to XII Air Support Command to permit operations against 
night intruders over the air beses and ground instellations within II Corps erea, 
Orders through air channels prohibited the use of Resufightere over hostile 
territery. The Corps Commander directed that the Heaufighters be employed over 
hostile territory in front of II Corps. ‘The air commander informed the ground 
commander of the prohihition arninst such employment. The sround commander 
stated that it was his function to rive orders, not to reesive them, and remurdless 
of air channel instructions he ordered the Reaufichters to take off. ithe 
Reaufighters took off. Thies action obviously preiudiced the effectiveness of 
allied night interception all over the world for very limited advantages in a 
local situation of no world vide importence. 


(4) Bisuge of sir units. The Bisley light bomber was an obsolete airplane. 
It was slow and ;reeticslly defenseless and suitable for use as « night intruder 
only. Im that role, however, it was very effective beccuse of the experience, 
skill and leadership in the Hisley “ing. An army com ander ordered a daytine 
attack by a Bisley squadron on objective defended by German fighters. The Bisley 
Sing Commander protested beceuse of the unsuitebility of his aircraft and the 
disproportionate hazard involved. ‘The Army Commander insisted thet the mission 
be performed. An especially able squadron wes selected and dispatched. [very 
Bisley was shot down. 


(5) bil : comsnders interest. 
Aireraft at the disposal of II ne were idle but were > held in readiness for an 
action which might heve developed. YIY Corpse was being attacked by a force of 
unknown size in an area 70 miles Northward. Very difficult and mountainous 
terrain separated II and XIX Corps. YI¥ Corp's esll for air reconnaissance 
was refused by II Corpe because of lack of ‘mediate interest or of rerponeibility 
for operations so far distant in terms of ground movement. 


(1) Eighters. As a general rule all fighters were used defensiv ly 
on covering missions. "-38s were used in emall strength to Cover" heavy and 
medium bombers from bases deep within friendly territory to their objectives end 
sll the way beck tc their beses. On ancther extrene, all of the fighte in the 
XII Air Support Command would have bean required to mount a 48 hour "unbrelle" 
over elements of II Corps hac not the plan to dislodge two German PD 
from Feid been cancelled. Fven at the end of this period, adequate radar 
control of fighters had not yet been provided. As s general stetement no 
proper use was nade of our offensive fighter weapon; it was continually misused 
on defensive jobs, anc habitually in uni‘s too smsll to assure s degree of 
success proportionate to the expected (and actual) losses. 


attealions 


(2) Qbseryation. ‘The 68th Observation Group (7-398 and A-20s) 
was in this theatre during the majority of this period. It was equipped, supylied, 
aann staffed and trained to a much higher degree then the &lst Fighter Group 
(P=398) and at least equal to 47th Light Bombardment Group (A-20s). Khile the 
bettle raged up and down our 250 mile front where the terrain and communicetion 
were both so difficult that highly mobile specialized eir observation would have 
been of extreme value, the 68th Observation Group remaindd at Oujde, training, 
cooperating with the maneuvers of the Fifth Army and (actually because of 
proximity and absence of more profitable occupation) patrolling Oren Bay for 
hostile eulmariness. The Slst Fighter Group and the 47th Light Bomberdment 
Group were meanwhile rushed into and fully engaged in the battle. The reason for 
thie apparent gross blunder is again one of organization and concept. If the 68th 
Observation Group had been moved to the battle area to perform the observetion 
for which it was trained, without properly controlled figh'er cover, German 
fighters would have destroyed it quickly and easily. On the other hand en 
efficiently organised and operated fighter control unit operating over the 
battle area would have perm{tted suitable high performance reconnaissance 
airplanes to carry out reconnaissance operations in a satisfactory manner, and 
with far fewer airplanes than the mumber provided in the observation group. 


The organisation and concept of observation aviation was naturally the 
result-of successive maneuvers where reality was not well appreciated. Actual 
tactical and strutegic reconnaissance operstions within this theatre ‘ave been 
performed much more effectively by the tactical reconnaissance (Tac/l) which 
heve been developed by the R.A.F. during two years of battle experience. Action 


/pas been 
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hae been taken ceparnvely and will be pursued to provice each corps with its 
own select highly trained and especially equirped squadron for its own air 
observation and photographie reconnaissance operrtions. ‘Similarily strategic 
reconnaissance and photographic mapping should be provided ‘the theater or 
senior ground force headquarters. 


(3) Light Bowhardment. "xhorbitant loss rated due to flak on 
early missions at low altitudes by both light and medium bonbardment has been 
accepted as proof that each must opercte at altitudes of £000 to 12,000 feet 
in defended areas. Our light bombardment units had no bombsighte or 
bombardiers. "xperience in one situation had been taken as a criterion of 
what can or can not be done in sll situations. Light bombardment should he 
eapable of operetions at both medium and low altitudes. 


(4) Heavy end Medium Dombardment Units. while not components of the 
Air Support Command, heavy and medium bombardment units, in accord with our Army 
Air Force policies, were frequently placed under the operational control of the 
Support Command. At that time we found these units cepable of ds ytime operations 
but only against fixed, clearly identified objectives--all details of which had to 
be known many hours in advance. These units were of no use whatsoever against 
fleeting targets in the battle area. Agein the error is in our concept of an 
"air support command" which is a portion of an air force normally excluding 
heavy and sedium boxbardment airplanes. It is undeniable that the power of the 
bomberdment airplane must be made available for the real emersency in the 
battle ares.

a- Reorientstion. During late Januar, and early February, plans 
were laid and a radical reorganization and reorientstion of air and ground comand, 
responsibility and function was implemented on February 1°, 1943. In the battle 
area there appeared the Headquarters, 16th Army Gro:p to plan and to direct the 
ground efforts of the lst and Sth Armies, and there appesred Neadquarters, 
Northwest African Tactioal Air Force to plan and direct air force (not "support 
foree") operations in the battle area.

with a large ground —— is self-evident in General Operational Directive, "ATAF, 
dated 20 February 1943 and in "Outline Operational Plan" WATAF, dated 8 Mareh 1923. 
(Copies appended and marked A" NTX No. 2 and AYNE™ No. 2A respectively). 


d. Effectiveness. Recent military history attests the effectivenes: 
of this organization. From ‘ovember through February, German ground and «sir units 
ranged up end down our fronts, thrusting into weakness everywhere and atrength no 
where, and‘neeting in the air and on the ground relatively email wits of our ground 
and air forces. When the reorganisation was placed in effect, Rommels' armor wac 
in the Kaeserine Valley threatening Tebesss, le Kef, and ineidentally and 
contingently Constantine or Algiers. Two sonths later, Rommels armor was becked 
into the Tunis plane and, on April 19, the Northwest African Tactical Air Force 
initieted the air phase of the final battle to capture Tunis and Biserte. tore 
conclusive proof of military effectiveness could not be exemplified. (For details 
of air-ground combat, see Northwest African Tactical Air Force Operstional ‘len 
for Final essault on Tumis dated 16 April 1943, and Appendix "A" thereto, and 
First Army Operation Instruction Number 37 dated 19 April, 1943 and Appendix 
"A° and Engineer Instruction thereto, all attached and marked ANNEY Mo. 3, M, 
and No. 4, 4A and 45 respectively.) 


3. Leseons Learned. The basic underlying cause of the ineffectiveness of air 
support operations was our inability to concentrete our air effort on particular 
objectives. Too much aviation was available st all times to ground forces for direct 
suppert missions even in periods of inactivity and not enough was available for use 
in attaining air superiority. Three reasons are presented for this: 


/e. Organisetion 
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Organization. 
Influence of ground commanders. 
Shortage of equipment. 


(s) Qreganization. The present organization of an sir force along fixed 
functional lines is erroneous, Composite forces organized for particular tasks, 
are required. For instance, certsin forces org:nized for strategic bombings 
require their own fighter unite. 4 foree organised for operations over the 
bettle area requires a unit similar to an air defense wing. Another force 
organized for coastal defense requires air defense (Fighter Command) units 
and ses search unite. Total air effort in a theatre of operations is difficult 
of attainment if the Air Force within the theatre is organized rigidly as is the 
tendency if formed into a Bomber, Fighter and Air Support Command. It is suggested 
that the organizational lessons learned by the R.A.F. in the Battle of Brittain 
have been applied too broadly and are not appropriate in a mobile situation. 


with particular reference to so-called air support operetions, there 
was formed the Tactical Air Fores. In the lybian campaign, there was organized 
the "estern Desert Air Force. Hoth of these Forces controlled air operations 
in direct support of ground forces and all air operations over the battle area. 
They were organized to emphasize the job of attaining air superiority as the 
best support that can be furnished to ground forces and as the first mission which 
must be acoumplished to make all others possible. In this \ies the difference 
between the U.S. conception of an Air Support organisation and the present 
organization existing in this theatre. 


The basic element of the Tactical Air Force is that which furnishes a radar 
fighter cover under which air reconnaissance, direct support bombing, and ground 
operetions can take place unmolested by hostile aviation. The 3rd Air Defense 
Wing wes located so as to “see” the battle area, ami if possibly the advance 
enemy airdromes to permit efficient direction end control of the fishter patrols. 
It obviated the need for accompanying fighters “or reconnaissance and bont ing 
missions and the desire for stending fighter cover over our groum! troops 
and our sirdromes. Also through this fighter control system, reconnaissance 
and bombing missions could be called beck or rerouted to avoid hostile fighters. 
It should be emphasised that in this role, the Air Defense Wing is not oriented 
for defense of a locality but for control of offensive operetions. Action to 
rename this particular unit is being taken separately. 


(b) Influence of ground commanders. It is desired to diseuss this openly as it 
is s matter of as such concern to ground forces a: te air forces. Much of the 
difficulty was due to inexperience from which the ground forces suffered as sevorely 
as the sir forces. Fear of a "“tuka” attack was out of all proportion ty the material 
damage inflicted. This resulted in demands for local fighter cover over all 
movements and local operations, This cover, in addition te being inefficient, 
prohibited the offensive use of aviation to attein air superiority. When 
ground troops become seasoned to air attacks, it is anticipated that demands for 
locs] cover will decrease ne they did in the Middle Fest. However, as long as the 
U.S. Air Foroes are e part of the Army, these demands are extremely difficult to 
resist. 


Another insistent demand from the ground forces ie that, for the sake of 
morale, our front line troops must be able to see their supporting airplanes. 
Apparently the only airplanes seen are enemy cirplanes. It is easy to appreciate 
this attitude but again it is difficult to resist as lon¢z as air forces are an 
integral part of the Army. A cure would be possible by an educational progran 
but the delay involved is dangerous. 


The influenee of the ground commander aleo manifests iteelf in the 
sllocation of aircraft to tasks. The high commander, who is usually a ground officer, 
is influenced by the subordinate ground commander to a grester extent than he is by 
the air commander and so the requests of the former for direct support aviation are 
sympathetically received at the expense of a concentration of the sir effort. Ain 
it is desired to point out that even « reconnaissance mission detracts from a 
concentrated air effort as it normally required fighter protection in some forn.

GENERAL OPERATIONAL DIRECTIVE 


OPERATIONAL AIM. 


i. The directive given to North West African Tactical Air Force by General 
Spaats is to provide maximum air support for land operations. 


2. The atteincent of this object om only be achieved by fighting for end 
obtaining a high measure of air supremacy in the theatre of operations. As a 
Freault of guecess in this air fighting our land forces will be enabled to operate 
virtually unhindered by eneny air attack and our Air Forces be given increased 
freedom to assist in the actual battle area dnd in attacks against objectives 

in rear. 


It is to this end that the ‘sir Forces under the contre] of N.A.T.A.F. 
will be employed. You are therefore to train, prepare, and operate the Air 
Ferces under your command with this object in view. 


OPERATIONAL PLAH. 

5. The courses of action I prepose te adopt to achieve the object are:- 
(1) A eontinual offensive against the enemy in the air. 
(i4) Sustained attacks on enamy main airfields. 


Por the air offensive increased warning of enemy air activity is required 
in the forward areas. Additional R.D.F. equipment is being made available and 
you are to give every aasistance in siting this equipment and developing comm- 
nication from the &.D.F. stations to a fighter operations room, located on your 
recommendation. Following this development you will be responsible for initiating 
fighter action to counter eneny air activity. The enemy must be attacked wherse- 
ever he can be found, end destroyed. 


Por the attacks on enemy main airfields we shall employ escorted raids 
by light and medium bombers by day combined intermittently with low flying 
attacks; in addition light bombers by might will be directed against airfields. 
Tn this task we will probably also be supported by the operations of the strat- 
egic Air Forces operating independently but in eonjunction with my plan. 


CONTROL OF OPERATIONS. 


4. It is my intention that you will exercise full scope in the detailed 
planning and control of operations by your units within the fremework of the 
instructions and periodical directives issued by me. 


be iy ingtructions on operations should in no way be altered or amended 
without reference to me or my 5.A.5.0. 

6. It is evident that eamtrol cannct be exercised without rapid and relia- 
ble communication being available. You are to do all in your power to éusure 
that communication with this Hq. and to your unite is maintained at a high pitch 
eof efficiency. Leteral communication from you to the other two commands can- 
prising the Force is already provided. 
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7. CONCENTRATION OF EFFORT 
————— Ee 


On ea front of 250 miles there will be a tendeney for operations to be 
restricted to areas within ranges of alroraft from their hong bases. It is 
necessary however, that the mein elements of the Force should be capable of pre- 
viding mutual support and concentration as necessitated by operations. You are 
therefore to plan the noveuent or receiption of units in detail from one sector 
to mother and be propared to implement your plan sat short notice, 


8. TRATWING 


The necessary basic training to achieve the operational standard must 
Commence immediately. Yor your guidance 1 append the following notes, 


(i) Fighters - i judge the efriciency of fighter squadroas solely on 
their abilities In air fighting. This is the fundamental requirssent. here 
fighter squadrons are employed mainly on escert tasks, bosbing and ground straff- 
ing, thoy must firet possess the basic quelifications iz air Tighting steadard, 
end their r-le mugt be changed frequently to afford opportunities for sctunl 
practico in air warfare, 


‘ffiotently in air fight!ag depends upon high morale, sowxi tactical 
wnit and wing plens, cod merkemenship and elortness in the aire High morsle 
depends upon the three basic requiremsts of a fighting force - leadership, 
training and eqiipment. You sust therefore pay partioular attention to these 
most important features and nurture the developrent of tactical ideas on = dis- 
eiplined teen basis. A#dditionally yo: must ensure cir firing practices in 
present circumtences shedow firing will be the moet fruitful form of practice 
epen te you. 


(44) Fighter lo % - I mnot in favour of large fighter formations 
for offensive patrolling re the enemy are encountered in ome] numbers. I 
prefer as a alternative to operate a greater mmber of small well drilled for- 
mations giving more chance of a decisive battle and less chanes te the enmy for 
pirate attacks. We are beginning to recetve aircraft with « performance better 
than the enemy and the whole force will be strengthened if these newer types are 
mixed in sensibly. 


Fighters operating on protective escort for dbonber formations have the 
security of the bombers as their only consideration and must not be drawn away 
from thie task to prejudice the measure of protection. It is a point of henour 
that the bombers should not be attacked by enemy fighters. 


(iii) Bombers - For day operations in the battle area a ecohesive yet 
flexible effort is the aim, necessitating a very high standard of team work with 
emphasis throughout on navigetion, formation flying, studied controlled bombing, 
and defensive fire. I regard it as essential for escorted reids that a firmly 
agreed operational plan between fighters and bombers should existe. A periodical 
exchange of ideas between q@mbat orews of fighters and bouberf aircraft is most 
desirable. 


(iv) Pighter-Bomber ration. Por escorted raids communication must 
be establi @ ran © leaders. It is all times at the 
responsibility of the fighter leader to determine if the misaion is to be can- 
celled as a result of weakening of fighter escort alroraft following sombat, or 
unguitability of cloud conditions. The need however for great discretion ef the 
fighter leaders in thie respect is evident, 


(¥) Bomber ground Organization. A further essential feature of day 
bember operations fn suppo 8 is that of ground organization to 
meet the requirements of rapid re~arming end refuelling to guarantees intensive 
bomber effert. This is most important and you are to take the necessary meas- 
ures to ensure that the bomber squadron's ground parties are fully organised on 
this basis. 


(vi) NIGHT BOMBERS. Per light bombers operating at night individual 
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crew training and basic ground organization, inel.ding aids to navigation, re- 
present the backbone of the task. 


All light bombers should be capable of night oporations. Much army 
movement, perticulerly supply, is covered by darkness. It is during this 
period that crippling blows may bo struck. Moreover night training permits 
the exploit of dusk and dawn attacks - times when the eneny may well be found 
soncentrated and off guard. 


With fully trained squadrons maintained in practice, the training 
problem reveives itself into the develop.ent of replecesent orews tw the ree 
quired equadron standard. This must be a particular responsibility of replase- 
ment crews and the decision subsequently to dlow them t) take in operations. 

I would prefer to have a reduced bomber effort than to employ pertly trained

TRIPOLI, 16th February, 19i3. 


Talk by Air Viee Marshal Sir A. Coninghm, to assembled British and American General 
and Senior Officers at the end of the second day of the Army Exercise. C-in-C 
Middle East, C-in-C Home Forees, Chief of Staff to General Eisenhower, present. 


On page 2 of his Notes on High Command in War and in the remarks he has 
just made, the Army Commarder has stated more perfectly than I can hope to do the 
present position of Army-Air development in this operational area. But I should 
like to amplify what he has said because I attach such great importance to proper 
dectrine. Unless we do wep ou doctrine right there will be continual trouble. 


2. The doctrine that we have evolved by trial in war over a period of many 
nonths could, I think, be stated in its simplest form as follows: 


The Soldier commands the land forces, the Airman commands the air 
forces; both commanders work together and operate their respective 
forces in accordance with a combined Army-Air plen, the whole oper- 
ations being directed by the Army Commander. 


3. There are fundamental differences between the Army and the Air forces 
which should be recognised: 


The Army fights on a front that may be divided inte sectors, such 
as a Brigade, Division, Corps or an army front. The Air front is 
indivisible. 


An Army has one battle to fight, the land battle. The Air 
has two. It has first of ail to beat the enemy air, so that it 
may go into the land battle against the enemy land forces with the 
maximum possible hitting power. We have not, as yet, secured 
sufficient superiority to finish the air-to-air battle off completely, 
but we have been pretty near it and we have been able to concentrate 
up to 80 or 90% of our hitting power on the enemy land forces. 


The fighter governs the front, and this fect forces the central- 
isation of air omtrol into the hands of one air comander operating 
on that front. I think it is generally accepted that with adequate 
fighter superiority and bomber forces the air has a governing influence 
on what happens within reach on the ground or on the sea, 


And finally, there is no doubt that in this technical age it needs 
@ life of study and specialising for a sailor, a soldier or an airman 
to learn hie profession. He is never free from the problems of 
development, particularly in war, and I therefore cannot accept the 
possibility that any man, however competent, can do the work of the 
other services without proportionately neglecting his om. In plain 
language, no soldier is competent to operate the Air, just as no airman 
is competent to operate the Arzy. 


Tt is generally agreed that the fighting efficiency of a service 
is based upon leadership, training and equipment. The commander is 
personally responsible for the leadership and training, and no one who 
has not this power should operate the forces concerned. There is too 
great a tendency these days to think in terms of numbers and strengths, 
whereas the real battle forces are properly organised units. 


4. You will notice that the Army Commander does not use the word "co-oper- 
ation". I submit that we in Eighth Army are bayond the co-operation stage, ani that 
work is so glose that we are, in effect, one unit. I hope you won't mind if I sug- 
often means the other fellow co-operating with you. We in

(4) The Gattle of Zgypt. 


At the commencement of the battle I comunded approximately 900 aircraft 
for use in field operations, but behind that force was strategic air power co-ordin- 
ated from Cairo and even from Englaid. Inring the daye of hard fighting at £1 
Alamein, bombers were sinking ships, attacking harbours and cutting supplies many 
thousands of miles away from the battle area. Even the Home based Bomber Command was 
attacking Northern Italy so as to stop the use of Genoa end interfere with reinforce- 
ments. This was unknown to the Army at the time, but when, after the battle was won 
and the advance was taking place through Cyrenaica, hundreds of lorries, tanks and 
guns were found abandoned through lack of fuel it became obvious how successful 
strategical bombing had been. 


Ever since those days nearly four months ago the eneny has been suffering 
from shortage cf supplies, and I hope he will never be free from such worries whilst 
he remains in Africa, 


(41) Air Support in Battle. 


It often happens that a: Army formation at the front sees a good target 
which, though reported, is no’ attacked. To take an instance: a front formation 
reports a concentration of 200 U.T. and accompanying arms. Its request for air 
attack is turned dom. 15 or 20 miles away, however, there is a concentratian of 
2,000 or more, indicating an Armoured Division or even larger forces. This coneen~ 
tration, we know from experience, will probably affect the whole battle area perhaps 
10, 18, 2) hours later. It is this concentration which is receiving all the weight 
of air attack, and thet is why the comparatively little target on the front is 
ignored. The emaller formations of the Army must umlerstand that penny packets of 
air are a luxury which can oly be efforded at certain times, and that judgement on 
the question of targets is the result of agreement between the Aray and Air Commanders, 
and in accordance with the Army Comander's broad directive on priority. 


It is bad luck that the front line soldier cannot always see the main 
targets that are being attacked, tut if he sees the sky full of his own aircraft he 
can rest assured they ere not wasting their time. I think all forces in the Eighth 
Aray, when thay see the banbers going over, take it for granted that the Hun is 
being thrashed and that there is something more important than their om small front 
line target being dealt with, 


(144) At Marble Arch more than 1,000 mines and booby traps were moved by 
the Army within eight hours with a loss of ten lives. This is an example of air 
co-operation by the Army, and though ths clearing of the landing ground was of sutual 
benefit to both services it was done unhesitatingly and was primarily an essential 
air requirement.

unloaded go the ambulance cases went on board and away without delay. Ry arrange- 
ments like these we have during the three months from the Battle of Egypt to the 
capture of Tripoli given air passage to 5,900 Army medical cases. You can imagine 
the effect on the morale of the Arsy when it is knom that badly wounded cases, if 
trundled over the desert, very often die. By that evening the Yofors guns and M.T. 
which had been loaned, and the same aerodrome specialists had re-joined the Divisional 
advance forces 3 miles further on, and already the fighters were operating a further 
79 miles beyond, 


By the following morning two more landing grounds 10 miles ahead of 
Sedada had been sited and work commenced, and the whole fighter force was operating 
@ further 60 miles than it had done the previous day. It was on this day that the 
4my Commander roved 10 miles forward with his Armoured Brigade, so you can judge 
the importance of this machinery of fichter advance in such highly mobile warfare, 
It was made possible by careful planning, preparation ami complete mutual adjustment 
of work and resources between the Army amd the Air forces concerned. 


6. have just recently been home and was rather distressed te find that 
the home doctrine of Arsy-Air operations is confused am the subject of considerable 
feeling. The main reason I think is obvious. Except for the aold shower of Dieppe 
the Arey at heme has had ani is having no operations. It is not at war, and 
additionally has the difficult task of maintaining keenness on little olse but 
constant training. The Air Force, on the other hand, has its Fighter Command, 
Bomber Commend and Coastal Command involved in full war operations. The Army there- 
fore, at a time xhen there are still net enough combat aircraft, wants as much as it 
can get for training purposes, whilst the Air Foree needs ite maximum forces for 
bombing Germany and attacking targets in France and hes not had the aircraft to spare. 
The rusult is a mutual petulance which somehow clouds the issue anc resolves itself 
inte various items of political and service wrangling. We as a force - Sth army and 
Western Desert - are more than interested in this sad state of affsire, because the 
views there held ware transferrod to Tunisia. The result you mow. And now this 
Army witch has done so well, and hoped more or less to catch the boat at Tripoli for 
a spot of leave at home, has the prospect in front of it of even heavier fichting 
than it has experienced in the past. The misuse of the Air in Tunisia has contrib- 
uted to the present lack of success. 


7. Incidentally we here still do not understand why some of the army and Air 
officers concerned in the plaming of "Torch" did not visit the Western Desert and 
learn at least some of the simple lessons which Zighth Army mastered over 12 months 
ago. 


Tt may be that the word "desert" led people to think that we indulged in 
@ special type of warfare which would be of no value elsewhere. I suggest this is 
entirely wrong, because the principles involved are constant, the application of 
those principles being the varying factor. 


a. In conclusion, is it too much to suggest that we obey the rules of sizple 
logic and take success in Army-Air development as reached in this theatre as a model 
on which further development can take place? The Army has little tize to waste, for 
they have still only a tiny veteran force - Eighth army. "e in the air have already 
taken the measure of cur enemy air oponents, and, te all intents and purposes, we 
heve won our war. The potential air power that will thus be used against the enexy 
ground forces is unbelievably great but it mst be used properly, and what better way 
as # beginning than in accordance with the doctrine the Arsy Commander and I have 
explained to you.

9. Onoe this flexibility is destroyed, or is negatived in any 
wey, then the suecessful outeome of the battle becomes endangered. 


And thie will happen if the soldier attempts to exercise direct 
command over air striking forces. Such direct comrand, with resulting 
dispersion of air effort, is in fact, quite unnecessary; ve have now 
evolved, and it exiets in Fighth Army, « system which enables the 
Aray to obtain the fullest air support whenever and wherever necessary. 


All that is required is thet the two staffe, army and air, should 
work together at the seme H.”. in complete harnony and with conplete 
mutucl understanding and confidence.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIEF OF STAFF: 


Subject: Mission Organized in MID for the Collection 
of Scientific Intelligence. 


1. g. The Chief of Staff has approved the organization of a 
mission in the Military Intelligence Division for the purpose of col- 
lecting intelligence of the enemy's secret scientific developments. 


&. This memorandum announces procedure which has been estab- 
lished to govern the mission.

3. g- More detailed dbjectives of the mission will be assigned in 
an intelligence plan furnished the mission by A.C. of S ey G2, after 
conferring with the Advisory Committee. 


2. Agencies desiring that the mission procure special informa- 
tion should furnish a statement of desired information to A. C. of § +p Ge2, 
through any member of the Advisory Committee. 


4. The mission will proceed to various theaters at times to be 
determined by A.C. of S., G2, with the advice and assistance of the 
Advisory Committee. The mission will follow the advance of Allied Forces 
into occupied territory, remaining the necessary time after the eneny's 
defeat and making necessary visits and contacts in order to collect 
intelligence of the enemy's scientific developments. 


5+ Organization, The mission will be headed by a military and 
administrative chief, assisted by a scientific chief. 


It will consist of two groups: 
g. A military and administrative croup, consisting of the 


Chief of Mission (Lt. Colonel), one administrative assistant (Mejor), and 
three interpreters (two Captains and one Lieutenant). 


SS 
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b A scientifie group, consisting of the scientific chief 
(civilian scientist), plus such additional military and citilian 
scientists as are attached to the mission with G-2 concurrence by the 
Director, OSRD, the Commanding General, Army Service Forces, and the 
Director of Naval Intelligence, It is contemplated that the scientific 
chief will serve continuously with the mission. Every other scientist 
is to be attached for a specified duration and purpose (whether for 
general duty in a thezter or for more specific assignment). The attach- 
ment of scientists may be proposed by the scientific chief or by any of 
the three agencies who attach the scientists. 


6. Responsibilities. 
&- Chief of Mission. 


(1) The chief of mission will represent A.C, of S., G-2, 
War Department, in dealing with theater commanders and their agencies 
on business of the mission. He will transmit to A.C. of S., Ge2, the 
plans and recommendations of the scientific chief, adding his own comments 
and recommendations, He will be responsible to make the necessary admini- 
strative and operational arrangements to execute the approved intelligence 
plan (see b, below) as far as is practicable, Subject torstrictions im- 
pozed by the military situation, limitation of facilities, and wishes of 
the theater commanders, his arrangements for ex»scution of te plan will be 
in accordance with the scientific chief's recommendations as to time, 
place, and purpose of successive steps. He will arrange for communica- 
tions facilities so that the scientific chief may secure reports from men- 
bers of the scientific group. He will not be responsible for determining 
the type of information sought, the selection of places and persons from 
whom information should be obtained, the designation of scientific members 
to perform tasks, or other similar matters. He will be responsible that 
provisions of Army Regulation 380-5 are complied with, and will deter- 
mine the classification of reports forwarded to A.C. of S., G-2. 


(2) With the help of the scientific chief, the chief of 
mission will give theater commanders and their agencies any desired 
assistance within the capabilities of the mission. For this purpose ’ 
members of the scientific group will be encouraged to deal directly with 
verious agencies in the theater, on request, with the knowledge of the 
scientific chief and chief of mission. 


b. Scientific Chief. 


(1) Before the mission proceeds to a theater, the scientific 
chief will submit to A.C. of S., Ge2, through the mission chief, the 
draft of an intelligence plan, including the following features: general 
definition of information to be sought, regional outline of most important 
objectives for investigation or interview (laboratories, institutions, in- 
dividuals, with statement of principal types of information expected, etc.), 
nature of reports desired, and other features he may wish t include. 
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The mission chief will add administrative and operational Seatures, and 
comment on the practicability of the plan from the administrative and 
operational standpoint. A.C. of S., Ge2, will refer the plan to the 
Advisory Committee for recommendation. 


(2) When necessary, minor changes in the intelligence plan 
may be made by the chief of the mission to meet unforeseen situations or 
upon the recommendation of the chief of the scientific group. Any proposal 
for major departure from the plan will be cleared with A. C. of S., @-2, 
War Department. 


(3) The scientific chief will determine the assignments of 
personnel attached to the scientific group, and will be responsible for 
their indoctrination. He will approve and sign ail scientific intelli- 
gence reports of the mission, giving his evaluation, and will turn them 
over to the military chief for transmission to A. C. of S., G-2, by in- 
dorsement or covering letter. 


7. Personnel. The personnel of the military and administrative 
group will be furnished by A.C. of S., G-2. The scienfific chief will 


furnished by the Director, OSRD. Civilian scientists will be fur 

by the Director, OSRD, military scientists from military agencies as ar- 
ranged by the Commanding General, Army Service-Forces, and naval scien- 
tists from naval agencies as arranged by the Director of Naval Intelligence 
(see 5 b, above). Special agents, investigators, clerical personnel, etc., 
will be secured temporarily in each theater as needed. 


8. Dissemination of Reports. 


In forwarding reports to A.C. of S., Ge2, the chief of 
mission will make the following arrangements: 


(1) In case the scientific chief has secured the information 
for purposes of one office under conditions requiring special security, 
the outer envelope will be addressed to A.C. of S., G-2, by personal 
name as well as by title, and the inner envelope will bear the designation 
of the office ior which the information is intended. 


(2) In case the information is of general intelligence 
interest, it will be forwarded in usual report form (suitable for repre- 
duction) to A. C. of S., G-2, War Department. 


(3) Copies of all reports will be kept in the file of th 
mission. 


b. In the general situation, a(2) above, G-2 will distribute 
the reports (plus extra copies on request) to at least the following: 


Director of Intelligence, ASF 
OSRD 
ONI. 
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Additional distribution will be made to other agencies in 
accordance with their interests in the subject matter, 


9. Subject to restrictions imposed by the theater commander, the 
chief of mission will arrange so that any member of the scientific croup 
may forward official comminications to his home office, 


10, The headquarters of the mission will be at or near the head- 
quarters of the theater, or of some subordinate unit within the theater, 
The chief of mission will dwep A.C. of S., G-2, informed of location

From this 
point of view junctions and marshalling yards are the least suit- 
able for attack, by far the best being bridges, which recent ex- 
perience has shown can be effectively cut by medium bombers at 
normal altitudes, and by fighter bambers flying low. The aim 
should be toe complete interdiction of all the railway lines lead- 
ing to the front. The cuts nearest to the front should be made 
sufficiently near railheads to mke tt not worth while reloading 
on to trams forward of the cut, and sufficiently fer back to throw 
the heaviest possible strain on the enemy's M.T. Each line should 
be eut in several places, suitably selected in depth, so that the 
enemy is faced with the alternatives of taking the whole load on 
his road transportation or of organizing @ number of road by-passes 
on each line - either of which will involve an intolerable strain 
on his M.T. vehicles, fuel and time.

This, of course, 
can never be 4 substitute for rail or road transportation particularly 
anywhere near the front; but it does constitute a useful supplement to 
land communications, This form of sea-borne supply is very difficult 
to stop. The movement of enemy shipping can be, and has been, stopped 
almost completely by air attack during the hours of daylight. But air- 
craft cannot be relied on to stop small vessels moving at night; and 
unless sufficient light naval forces of a suitable type (includigg 
minesweepers) can be made aveilable, a certain amount of shipping will 
always get through, The use of medium bombers at night for mining the 
harbor approaches and inland waterways will sometimes be effective in 
disloacting weterborne supply. 


Harbours are not normally good bomber objectives, Ships can be 
sunk in harbour, port facilities destroyed and approact roads and rail- 
ways blocked, but it is almost impossible to prevent the use of a 
harbour and thus cut a line of sea supply in the same way as a line of 
reil supply can be cut by destroying a bridge. Nevertheless this seas 
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borne supply may be so important, especially when the enemy is 
working to a fine margin, that his ports cannot be ignored. Action 
against his ips at sea must, ther , be supplemented by bombing 
the ports where they load ard discharge. Unloading done to 4

On February 20, 1943, a new command system was inaucurated, 
dividing the Twelfth Air Force for operetions oly into Tactical 
and Strategic Air Forces, This event foreshadowed the transfer of the 
Heavy Bombers with escort fighters of the Strategic component to the 
Twelfth Air Force on November 1, 1943, Since this date the Twelfth 
Air Force hae been providing tactical sir power to the Armies in 
Italy, protection to the convoys through Coastal Command, and Air 
Transport through the Troop Carrier Commend, Among the major actions 
the Twelfth Air Force flew with distinction st Medjes El ab, Pautel- 
leria, Sicily, Salerno, 


The Twelfth Air Force, prior to the invesion of Italy, received 
into ite forces the units of the Ninth Air Force, The Twelfth Air 
Force fugnished the initial units to the new Fifteenth Air Force 
and also furnished two fighter croups, one medium bomb group and 
one service group to the China-Burma-India Theater. 


On the first of Jamary 1943 the Twelfth had 534 aircraft, 
Today they have 1,884 operational aircreft, including the aircraft

The Pifteenth Air Force was activated in the Mediterranean Thester of 
Operations with « view toward utilising air bases in Italy for etriking 
enemy targets beyond reach of aircraft based in the United Kingdom, the 
better flying weather in that theater as compared with the frequently in- 
clement conditions in the UJaited Kingdom, and toward forcing a redistritu- 
tion of the German Air Force in western “urope, The latter intention 
contemplated a resultant weakening of the enemy's air strength at any 
riven point, which would consequently fecilitate its destruction, 


Ae a strategic air force, the primary mission of the Fifteenth is 
the prorressive destruction and dislocation of the German military, indus- 
triel ané economic systems, the disruption of vital elements of eneny lines 
of communication, and the material reduction of German air strength which 
micht oppose our strategic bombing or an invasion of the European continent. 
‘he Allied Commander-in-Chief of the Mediterranean Theater was authorized 
by the Combined Chiefs of Staff to utilize this air force for other than 
its primary mission when, in his opinion, such action is required by a 
etrategical or tactical emerzency. 


The Fifteenth Air Force was organized in southern Italy with an initial 
strength of 6 heavy bombardment groups and 2 long range fighter groups, 
previously assicned to the Twelfth Air Force in North Africa, The ultimate 
etrenrth, to be reached by 31 March 1944, was to de 21 heavy bombardment 
groupe, 7 lone range fighter groups and 1 reconnaiseance ¢roup. xcept 
for two fighter groups remaining in the Twelfth Air Force until reequipped 
with lone range aircraft, this strength has been reached, 


On 3l March 1944 the personnel strength of the Fifteenth Air Force 
totaled-81,562, This included 1,745 combat crews of which 1,356 or 79% 


were operational, Combat aircraft numbered 1,459 of which 1,094 or 75% 
were operational, 


In the first five monthe following its activation, the Fifteenth Air 
Force dispatched 21,998 aircraft sorties on combat missions which dropped 
39,196 tons of bombs on enemy tatgets, Up to Sl March 1944, the elfth 
and Fifteenth U, S, Air Forces together had destroyed 4,288 enemy aircraft 
in operations in the Mediterranean Theater. 


From its bases in Italy the Fifteenth Air Force has struck virorously 
arainst the Combined Bomber Offensive targets in southern Cermany and 
Austria, Some of the ciseions have been coordinsted with the Eighth Air 
Porce in England in joint attacks on targets within the range of both organi- 
gations, These attacks have been instrumental in crivpline German production 
of vitel war materials, notably aircraft and ball bearings, Humerous missions 
have also been flown againct enemy supply and communications tareets in Italy, 
some of which were bombed as secondary or targets of oprortunity when weather 
prevented the aircraft from renching their primary objectives. This air force 
has played the dominant role in the "political bombing" of the Balkans, 
designed to vesken the Axis’ will to resist in thst eres. Attacks on Dambe 
river targets, Balkan rail communications, and refineries have substontially 
aided the advancing Soviet Armies by disrapting communications ani supply 
f-cilities of the Axis forces on the southern sortion of the eastern front,

Because of this variation in ability to carry various types of bombs, 
tactical commanders are somtimes forced to select a bomb not because it 

is most suitable for use against the selected target, but because the load 
which can be carried is a maximum. For example, if a commander cesired 

to attack a target with 100-lb. bombs, he would be forced to reduce the 
reported tonnage to about 40% of the tonnage which he could report if he 
used 500-lb. bombs. It is probable that the 500-lb. bomb is most used by 
tactical commanders because it permits the maximus number of bombs consistent 
with the maximum load. It is believed that all future airplanes should be 
so .esigned that equivalent weights of all types of bombs can be adequately 
carried in the bomb bay in order to give the tactical commander freedom in 
selecting boabs so a8 to obtain the maximum coverage as wel] as the maxisus 
tonnage with all sises of boabs.

3. Fighter Commands of both the “ighth and Ninth Air Forces have 
recently been endeavoring to improvise methods of carrying a maximum quantity 
of 100—1b, M1Al bomb clusters on their airplanes: Accordingly, M12 cluster 
adapters are being used for carrying as many as five 100-lb. M1Al bomb clusters 
on each bomb shackle of fighter airplanes. These clustering methods have not 
been used very wuch so far because they are not considered too safe. It is 
believed that bomb racks should be installed in each fighter airplane so that 
at least five 100-lb. bombasgilly be carried unmier each wing. ach bomb should 
be hung on a separate shackle. It is probable thet the type of external bomb 
rack used in the A-17 airplane may be suitable. This rack has very little 
exposed surface to decrease the speed of the airplane on which mounted.

1. In reference to your request for comments on the proposed operation 
a.ainst GDYNIA utilising facilities made available through the plan FRANTIC, 
the following is submitted: , 


a. It should be understood that these comments are made without « 
great deal of study in regard to the size of target areas, or to types of 
construction within those target areas. 


b. It is not beliewed that an operation against this target should 
be carried out utilising the plan FRANTIC. The number of aircraft involved 
in FRANTIC is not believed to be sufficient for suceessful operation ayainst 
GODYWIA. This statement ic based upon the following: 


1. Assuming two primary aiming points and three or more secondary 
aiming points within the target area, it is believed that the nuaber of 
aireraft dispatched on an operation of this nature should approximate the 
total of those in a Bowbardeent Division. By dispatching one Bor ardment 
Division and et the same time dispatching one or more Bombarduent ‘i vi- 
sions ageinst targets in or near the Berlin area the following results 
should be achieved, which it is not believed would be achieved were a 
amaller force used. 


(a). A force the size of a Bombardment Division will 
undoubtedly cause the German Pighter controllers considerable 
apprehension as to the ultimate destination of this force, if 
coordinated attacks are planned with one division ajainst 
GDYNIA as @ target and other divisions with targets as set 
forth above. The effect upon the German Fighter reaction 
should be very beneficial to our attacking forces, inasmuch 
as no German Fighter controller could well dismiss from his 
tactical deployment plan a force the 6146 of a Bombardment 


Division. This would necessarily "een hat the German Fighter 
defense might easily be split into three or more seperate, 


and simultaneous, efforts. 
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(b) It is quite possible that were the force dispatched 
against GDYNIA to take a route to the target which would carry 
them over the North Sea at a low altitude and across the Danish 
Peninsula and then to the target, simultaneously with the other 
Ponbardment Divisions affecting direct pecetrations headed for 
Central and/or Southern Germany, the German Fighter reaction to 
this maneuver miyht be such as to cause a co tration of the 
w jority of German fighter wircraft in or near Central Germany 
arca. In this event the force dispatched against GDYNIA should 
encowiter very little if any fighter opposition. At any rate 
it is believed safe to assume that coordinated attacks by 
forces the size of a bombardment Division against separate 
targets in Germany will enable one or gore of these forces 
to carry out their assigned task with an appreciable decrease 
in the amount of fighter opposition encountered. 

(c) If a force such us the size contemplated in 
FRANTIC, were to appear on the German Fighter screens, it is 
quite possible that it might be classed as a diversionary 
effort and no fighter force directed against it. m the other 
hang tactics of the CaF fighters indicate attempts to “bounce 
small units in an effort directed toward complete destruction 
of the small units. if for some reason the bomber forces 
directed ageinst targets in the interior of Germany were forced 
to abort, the full effort of the GAF fighter activity might 
well be directed sgainst the force attacking GDYJiA, with the 
possibility of an extremely high loss rate. Should these losses 
be sustained prior to bombing, the entire effort against 
GDYNIA might well be seriously jeopardized, thereby necessitating 
further operations against this target. 


2. One additional point, which should be considered prior to a decision 
as to the size of force, is as follows: 


a- A Bombardment Division will normally operate 5 to 6 combat 
wings. An estimation of the possible MPIs for this target indicates the 
requirement for 5 or 6 such MPI's with each one being assigned to a Combat Wing. 


b- The size of the average bomb pattern of a Combat Ming is approxz- 
imately 5,000 feet wide and 600 to 900 feet long. Assuming that the two 
primary MPI's atG@YNIA will be the Naval Basins Wo. 1 and 2, a quick study 
of the sise of those installations indicated that a very satisfactory bomb 
coverage can be attained by a Combat Wing. 


ce While the extent of the installation of the Coal Basin, 
South Basin and President's Basin is not know, it is believed highly 
desirable that these facilities should be attacked simultaneously with 
the two Naval Basine. It is quite possible that the activities of the two 
Naval Basins, should they be destroyed, could be transferred to the other 


three basing in question. 
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3. In view of the foregoing it is recommended that in the event of 
an operation against CDY¥YIA that a force no smaller than a Bombardment Vivision 
be euployed in order to insures « successful completion of the operation.

ef those that go down, which are intended to cheer us up over 
here ebout their condition. There wes no sign of compleint in 
Jenny's letter and I keep it to remind us how well we ere off 
in the United Stetes with the people that are backing our 
efforts. 


Your shoes have been ordersc and I will see thet 
they ere forwarded as soon as completed. 


The organizetion here is shaping up very well and 
we are exerting every effort to complete ow job on.schedule. 
I eam now in the midst of preparing eplen which will best 
exploit the destruction of the aircraft and bell-beering 
factories. We expect to be able to accomplish that job in 
two (2) days of visual weather. When that job is finished, 
the destruction of additional POINTBLANK targets and the 
rapid disintegretion of the Sermen Air Force and breekdow of 
German morele must be eccomplished with great vigor sand imacine- 
tion. We are exeiming ell means of atteining thet objective. 
When e plen is complete J will forward you e copy. I consider 
thet this phese of the POINTBIANK plan had not been covered in 
detail and thet they hed not enviseged e time factor which may 
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be availeble to us from the time of destruction of the air- 
craft factories and ball-bearing factories until the time of 
Commencement of OVERLORD support. 


Your information on the United States Strategic 
Kir Force is extremely interesting and I feel that the policy 
direction of such = force certainly belongs under General 
Arnold direct, and not in the hands of any theater commamier. 
Theat was e great step forward, I have pointed out to General 
Spaatz your need for combat leaders for that force and he and 
General Doolittle have gone into the situation quite carefully. 
I feel thet they are going to support your requirements to the 
vest of their ability. 


We laid down our first combined operation to be 
directed by this headquarters, the other day. It involved 
the attack of ten (10) air force targets, however the weather 
fell apert and we were not sble to cerry this through. Ordin- 
erily, daily operations will not be virected from this head- 
quarters, only in instances where we feel that ea combined 
order is feasible end necessary will we attempt to direct a 
daily eperrtion. However, when we do direct such an operetion, 
we are not going to allow the perticipeting forces to cancel 
except by cancellation from this headquarters, or except when 
losses will be umecessarily high due to weather conditions.

Phase - Operation NEPTUNE.

1. This report is vased upon observations made under the following 
schedule: 


a. 1 May 1944 - 31 May 1944 - Attached to “eadquarters, FUSAG, 
London, Kngland. 448it©° airborne units, establishments and installa- 
tions. Observed Zxerci*® BAGLE, which was U. 5, dress rehearsal for 
Operation NsPTUNK. 


b. 3l May 1944 - 1 July 1944 - Attached to Seadouarters 82nd 
Airborne Division, Leicester, Kngland. Entered combat with this division 
in leading glider serial. Landed in vicinity of STH. MAhIZ DU MONT, 
Normandy, 4-2 hours on D day. Returned to Leicester via UTAH Beach, 
13 dune 1944.

2. In accordance with decision made in March, 1944, all airborne 
troops were used during this operation directly to assist the inland progress 
of the beach landing assault troops. To accomplish this, the airborne troops 
were called upon to land in the midst of a well-orgenized defensive position. 
Transports and gliders were under practically continuous fire anc broke 
formation. Airborne units were badly scattered and intermingled on landing. 
The majority of the men had no opportunity to secure their heavy arms and 
equipment. In spite of all this, the operation was a success. It succeeded, 
however, only because the airborne troops slugged it out with the defanders 
and had no th ught other than to acuieve eventual victory. Two reinforced 
U, S. Airborne Divisions (82nd and 10lst), reorganized for this particular 
operation, and one reinforced british Airborne Division (6th) were committed. 


All airborne units operated under the command of the 21 Army Group 
(General Montgomery). In the British case, this command was exercised 
through the Britisn Airborne Command (Lt. Gen. Srowning). U.S. 4irborne 
Divisions were assigned to the First 4rmy (+t. Gen. bradley) and operated 
without any central airborne controlling agency. 


Air landings in Normandy commenced at 0010 the night of D day. The 
bulk of all three divisions landed prior to i hour on D day, althowgh final 
glider serials did not arrive until 4 +1. Some few units were sea trans- 
ported and reached their respective division areas after overland movement 
across beaches, from d day to 4 # 2. 


Previously assigned landing areas for both U. S. Airborne Divi- 
sions were changed on D - 10 day, when it was disc vered that the Vernans 
hed moved two additional infantry divisions into the © erbdurg Peninsula.

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3. Action, in brief, by division, during the airborne phase of the 
operation wus as follows: 


U. S. 82nd Airborne Division 


505th, 507th, 508th Parachute and 325th Glider Infantry Regiments. 
(The Glider HKegiment being temporarily reorganized into a three battalion 
regiment). 


a. Assigned Missions: (See Keference Max "A", attached) 
(1) Capture STZ MEKE EGLISE (505th Parachute inf) 


(2) Secure bridgehead across MERDEKHT RIVEZK (507th and 508th 
Parachute Inf) 


(3) Destroy DOUVE kIVER crossings at BEUZEVILLE LA BASTILLE

(5) Be prepared to advance to west, on Corps order, to line

Note: he 325th Glider Infantry was to initially assemble in 
Division reserve. 


(1) Parachute - All parachute units were comsitted initially. 
They were to lead the atteck, preceded 30 minut+s by three 
pathfinder crews. Interval between serials wis held to the 
minimum in order to insure continuity of the drop. Flight 
to the drop zones was over a route across the peninsula 
from the west and between the Channel Islands. The Division 
Commander (Maj. Gen Kidgeway) and Assistant Livision Command- 
er (Srig Gen Gavin) were to drop with the leading regi- 
ment (505th). 


(2) Giader - All gliders were to land in an area generally 
southwest of STK MEHE EGLISSE, Seven departure fields 
were utilized. Serials were set up, as follows:

(3) Seaborne - The 87th Armored FA Ban, 899th TD Bn and 
Tr B 4th Cav Sqdn, all attached to the 82d Atrborne 
Division, were to land at UTAH BEACH on D day and 
proceed to join the Division without delay. 


c. Execution 


(1) ‘The Division landed squarely on the German 9lst infantry 
Division and other enemy defense troons. These eneny 
units were on mineuvers and were already occupying their 
assigned defensive positions. Surprise wis gained only 
the leading parachute units. 411 subsequent serials 
found themselves under practically continuous groun and 
AA fire while crossing the peninsula and u oon landing. 
Heavy caliber AA fire also was delivered against the trans- 
ports and giders from batteries located on the Channel 
Islands. 


S5O5th Parachute Infantry - This regiment was scattered but dropped 
in the STE MRKE EGLISE locality as planned. It found itself in the center 
of an extremely heavily ‘rgaized area constitutu.ng the key enemy defensive 
position for the entire locality. The regiment promptly defeated stiff 
resistance in the vicinity of the town but was unable to push the Germans 
from the ridge south of town or to clean out the town itself. German re- 
informements moved ageinst it from ali directions but the regiment was able 
to more than hold its omm until joined by elements of the 4th Infantry Divi- 
sion the evening following the landing. On D4l, a general at\ack by para- 
chute, glider and tank units of the 82nd Airborne Division and the 8th 
Infantyy (4th Div) finally drove the Germans from the ridge and occupied the 
town. 


Bo7tbh Infantry - This regiment was badiy dropped. Two -:ro ps, one 
lagge and one small, landed west of the MHEKHUBT HIVE as had been planned, 
while another group was dropped east of the river. The large group west of 
the river was surrounded and became completely isolated. Hadio messages 
received on D + 4 indicated that it wae being heavily attacked and was running 
out of ammunition. It was not successfully relieved. The bulk of the “d 
battalion of this regiment was apvoarently dropoed several siles southwest 
of CAHRNTAH and was completely lost. 


bO8th Infantry = This unit was fairly well dropped in point of mass 
but only one small grap landed west of the MERDERET Ki VER as planned, the 
bulk of the regiment landing east .f the river. For this reason it was 
unable to destroy the two DOUVE KIVEK bridges as directed. Jt was, however 
able to do some excellent fighting in the CHEF DU PONT area during the 
initial phases of the battle and thereby indirectly contributed materially 
to the final success of the STE MBHE EGLISE action to its north. 


32oth Glider Infantry - The bulk of this regiment arrived over its 
landing area on U 7d 1 as scheduled. Heav’ ground fire scattered the flight 
formations, however, considerably. it proceeded to attempt to land in 
accordance with the plan that had been specified in the initial division 
order. The actual situation on the ground, however, was entirely different 
than thet planned under thie order. ‘he msult was that many gliders cane 
down right in the midst of the heavy battle in progress in te STB MEHE 
BGLISE area, some even landing well inside the German lines. Considerable 
eouipment was lost, but casualties were on the whole amaxingly iight and 
within two hours the battalions of the reginent were uncer control and 
were well assembled. They were committed without delay in the attack against 
the rifige south of STE ME-E HGLISR and they played an important part in the 
final cleaning out of tnis stubbornly defended area. 


‘Sane 
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d. Kesupply. This division had a complete parachute resuoply 
serial set up for flight on @ prearranged basis for each of the first two 
days. Thereafter and until ground supply 8€®"S jecame operative, supolirs 
were to be "on call". On D 41, in spite of the actual ground situation, 
tne first serial was flown and tne drop completed as re-plamed. The 
planes, fiying at low sperd and altitude, were under continuous ground fire 
and thirteen of them were Drought down. Many of the bundles landed in 
enemy held territory. Location and distribution of the other bundles also 
presented a very difficult problem.

short of siraculous, It has always been axiomatic that mass glider land- 
inzs should not be sttempted until suitable landing areas have been effec- 
tively secured, yet practically every serial durine this Operation he? to 
come down in the center of a strongly held hostile position, ‘urthermore, 
most of the fields that were avsilable for landinr were too small to de 
euitable for landing of fully loaded elidere, Arsin, the nicht serials had 
to come scross the entire peninsula while under practically continuous fire, 
In spite of all this, the personnel casulaty percentage was amezingly low, 
Considerable ecuipment, however, was either destroyed on landine or had to 
be abandoned due to enemy fire, 


ce, Glider nilots were used by the airborne units until they wre 
evacuated, between D # 2 and D ¢ 4, t> assist in local Command fost pro- 
tection, handle prisoners of war ani perform specie] mopping up operations, 
They performed all of these duties in a superior manner and proved to be 
entimsfiastic and capable ground fichters, 


7. ESSUPPLY 


*here seemed to be a tendency for both U, Airborne 


ivisions, particularly the 82d, to cut loose completely from their 
jeparture bases and deleeate many resupply arrangements to the Army 
Air Forces, Both Divisions took their G-4's over to the combat area 
to initial serials, Again, the 82d Airborne Division was unable to 
successfully communicate directly with its base, Initial resupply by 
air is such a vital matter that sdeouste staff representation wi ef- 
ficient communicetion forward must be an essential part of all airborne 
plans. 


>, frearranced air resupply systems are not flexible enough to 
satisfy the requirements of sirborne combat. The situstion will seldom 
evelop as planned, Supolies should be accurately delivered in small lots 
as called for by local comb»t commanders rather than dropped in mass over 
s large aren. 


c, Large scale parachute resupply drops will usually be wae teful 
end inefficient and thie type of delivery should be restricted ene rally to 
emerceney supply of isolated units. More use should have been made during 
this Operation of glider resupply methods, 


A, More attention should be paid in the supply plans to sround 
supply matters for the airborne units, The switch-over from an air to 
‘round supply system should occur «s soon as practicable, This will reouire 
more careful planning by all agencies concerned than was apparent during 
this Operation, 
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soa: 


n Airborne Division organization is necessary, No staff 
tivision cteff conld have successfully functioned (during 
lannine or execution phases of this Operstion, 


>, ‘the organization of the Airborne Division for actual combat 
must remain 2 flerible matter and should be practically on a “tes force" 
bacis., Each particular overstion will probably call for a different pro- 
portion of perachnte and elider troops, The mumber and type of certain 
weapons that will be required may also wary considerably, Yor initial ace 
tivation and preliminary training, «2 divisional organization based on two 
Parachute Regiments and one Glider Regiment of three Battalions, sppears 
preferable to the present stendard Airborne Division. There must be no 
hesitation, however on the part of any «gency concerned, to assist in 
alterine the make-up of any particular Division, whenever necessary to 
better iesien it for any specific combat operation. 


Cc. very sugeestion that tends to buildeup Airborne Divisions 
into hesvier or ground type Divisions should be strongly retéisted so that 
they will not lose their inherent strategic mobility, They should remain 
essentially assault fighting units and contain to the greatest possible 
extent only men and equi ment that can de carried in trensvorts and -liders, 
This meane thet Airborne Divisions will continue to be severely handicapped 
by lnck of service units end transportation during their preparatory train- 
ing and rehabilitati periods, or if they are of necessity required to 
fieht on the eround for on extensive period of time, ar Jepartment agencies 
nd Theater Commanders met be made fully aware of these deficiencies so

a, The present Airborne Division organization fails to make 
any provision for prompt replacement of key division staff officers lost 
initially as a result of landing accidents. Since accidents of this type 
can be counted on usually to occur and did occur in this p rticular Ope 
tion, tables of ore:nization should provide for enough extra division 
eteff officers to immediately replace landing losses, 


e, Airborne Division headquarters should contain « Liaison 
Officer Section, 


a, No hostile air attacks were maie against the transport serials 


durine the air movement phace of this Operation, ‘ighter protection was 
ample and effective, 


>, No arrangements appsrently were meade for any air attacks by 
yar planes in order to limit hostile anti-sirersft or ground fire capabi- 
lities during the alr movement of the transport serials between the Channel 
Ielents or scroes the peninsula, Provision of this type of support would 
have materially assisted the transports in retaining a more compact forma- 
tion during the flichts, 


c, This Operstion showed that we have made no progress whatsoever 
{in solving the all important problem of close air support for airborne troops 
during the initial combet phase, ‘Such «ir support simply did not exiet, 
It will always be necessary, due to the inherent lack of fire mower, » rti-

10. EQUIPMENT. 


a, The specific arms and equipment that airborne unite may re-

bd, This Operation once more brought out the -reat need for 
United States quick relense parachute harness divice, Many lives would

factory, Wumerons eneny inatallations in the istter category 
are *nown to us, but are not attatked for the following 
specific reasons: 


g- Their destruction would do little, if anything, 
to hamper the enemy war potentiecl, 


b. The bombing effort can be more profitably en- 
pleyed on targets of high value to the eneay's war po- 
tential, 


2. As our forces advance further into enemy held territory 
we may expect that they will uncover additional enexy installations 
untouched, or relatively unhersed, by our bombing, for these sane

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MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL GILES: 


Subject: Unhit German Factories 


1, USSTAP operates under a Directive from the CCS, Included in 
this Directive is a paragraph authorizine the Supreme Allied Commander 
to call on the Strategic Air Forces whenever he deems it necessary. 
It is significant that attacks on the subject factories were never called 
for. 


2. With reference to John Mcklin's story in yesterday's Washington 
Post, both the nature and location of the subject plants were known to 
our Intelligence agencies. They vere not attacked by the USAAF because 
it was not felt that such dissipation of our strategic bombing effort 


was warranted. 


3, The theory of strategic bombing is to select the most vital 
target systems ani completely destroy the, not to scatter the aerial 
effort cimlessly. It is akin to the comparative effectiveness of a shot- 
gun and a rifle where one well aimed rifle bullet may prove fatal whereas 
a blast from a shotgun may merely cause a series of superficial wounds,

Subject: Keeent Bombing of Dresden Targets by the tighth 
Air Force 


1. Om the lith cof February, Dresden wes bombed by 31) heavy bombers 
ho dropped 771 tons of bombs, The target tas the marshalling yard at 
resden and both H2X and visual methods vere used. Visusl resvlts appeared 
to be excellent. On the 15th of February the marshalling yard at fresden 
mas again bombed by 2]1 heavy borbers dropping 464 tons of bombs. fath- 
finder methods were used on tris target and results were unobserved. It 

quite sosrible in the Pathfinder borbing of marshallt yards in large 


t wich destruct! to the t< tee 


2. Im this connection it should be nected that the night of the 
13th and 14th February, 796 Laneasters bombed the town of Dresden droppin 
2646 tons. The atteck ic stated to have taken place in two waves, the 
first wave bombed on accurate markers starting fires and the second wave 
reported fires and accurate bombing. In view of the heavier tonnage 
dropped by the Lancasters, it would be reasonable to expect that the ares 
bom ardment by night bed accomplished much of the destruction to the city 


of Dresden, 


3. On 2 March, Dresden wes agein bow by about 540 heavy Sombers 
dropping 1050 tons by Pathfinder setho’s. Oil installations were the 
primary targets but due to overcast conditions oresden was bombed as a 


target of opportunity. 


4. Uresden is a communication center of ~ejor importance through 
which reinforcements pass to reach the iussian Front.

1. JANIS Bo. 38, Volumes 3 of 3, 2 of 3 and 1 of 3 have been 
examined to determine if the information contained therein is: 


(a) Sufficient in scope to provide a general background and 
understanding of Bulgaria from an Air Force point of view 


(>) Suffictent in scope to vrovide enough information on which 
an Air Staff could base a general plan of operation in the 
area concerned. 


2. In reference to 14 JANIS 38 does not provide enough general in- 
formation to be of more than academic use to any one using the study from 
an Air point of view. 


3. Im reference to 13, JANIS 38 does not in any manner furnish the 
information which would be prerequisite to an Air Staff planning an opera- 
tion, general or otherwise in any area. 


4. I should be noted that so far as it known JANIS 38 was compiled 
without USasF participation, assistance or consultation. 


6. Chapter XI of JaSI8 38, Vol. 2 of 3, entitled Army Air is in 
iteelf a compilation of the barest facts concerning the Bulgarian Air 
Force and airdromes, and omits all of the details and information which 
are of elementary importance to even a general comprehension of the 
Bulgarian Air Force and installations. While some of the desired informa- 
tion might be gleaned by laborious analysis of other portions of the study 
it ie suggested that the portion of the study dealing with Air should be 
@ somplete whole in iteel? insofar as basic Air information is concerned, 
with particular regard to aircraft, airdromes and installations, mainte-

7. Rather than attempting to list each informational item that is 
lacking throughout the study for proper appreciation of an Air Survey, 
attached ie Exhibit A, which outlines the type of information which 
should be furnished in addition to that supplied in JANIS 2¢ (A) to 
provide « general background of any given area from the iir voint of 
view, and (B) to provide sufficient information for an Air Staff to plan 
@ general operation, 


COBCLUSION: 


1. the JANIS type study is of necessity designed to provide general 
and specific information on an area with particular attention to Military 
and Strategic details. Based on the information supolied in such a study, 
any branch of the Military Services, Ground, Naval or Air Forces, should 
find sufficient date in such a study to enable them to lay the ground- 
work for an operation in its broader phases. Obviously the information 
contained in JANIS 38, Chapter XI Air provides only some of the general 
and mone of the specific information elemental to such an undertaking by 
the Air Branch. 


2. It is fully realised that the required items outlined in Exhibit 
(4) present a maximum coverage of the subject from an Air point of view, 
In the collection of information on some areas, the required date may or 
may not be resdily available, or available at all. However, as wuch of 
the required date as is possible to obtein should be included in any 
JANIS Type Study. 


3. As stated previously, photo-reconnaissance is e prime source of 
information for Air or Ground Intelligence. Complete photc-reconnaissance 
and subsequent map coverage of the particular Bulgarian area {n question, 
is available, It is further believed that o high »ercentage, if not all 
of the inforaation called for in Exhibit (A) is available at this tine. 


4. The JANIS Type Study or Survey is not of necessity designed 
to furnish the type of current information necessary for active operational 
plamning. Ineomuch as any such stady is by ite very nsture a survey of « 
static situation it does not deal with estimates of enemy situation, capabil- 
ities, intentions, curremt eircraft or treop movements, specific targets op 
objectives, or other matters peculiar to plamning and implementing a specific 
operation.

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PARAPHRASE OF MESSAGE TO COMMANDING GENERAL, U.S. ARMY 
FORCES, MEDITERRANEAN THEATER OF  PERATIONS 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff have received no further information re- 
garding the composition of the British and Soviet contingents which would 
assist you in the formation of the U.S. contingent. 


Present indication that Soviet and S5ritish groups have already pro- 
ceeded from Sofia on a mission without U.S. representation necessitates 
early action on the part of the United States to join with British and 
Soviets before the mission has been completed. 


Send a general officer and other military personnel as required from 
your theater without delay to make contact with the Soviet commander and 
the British contingent headed by General Oxley. The composition of the 
British group and their proposed itinerary, if obtainable from Supreme 
Allied Commander, Mediterranean, (General Wilson) should govern the size 
of the U.S. group and will be the guide for you in issuing travel instruc- 
tions and other necessary details. Time is now of the essence since 
withdrawal of Bulgarian armed forces and officials from the territory of 
Greece and Yugoslavia is to be accomplished within 15-day time limit in 
accordance with pre-condition accepted by Government of Bulgaria on 23 
October 1944. 


Your theater is expected to supply all United States personnel. Grades 
of officer and enlisted personnel will be as considered appropriate by you. 


The membership and composition of the Aliied Control Commission for 
Bulgaria will be a separate and distinct subject. 


The purpose of this mission is to verify that the Bulgarian Government 
has withdrawn its troops and officials from occupied Greek and Yugoslav 
territory under the conditions accepted by the Bulgarian Government. The 
United States representatives should proceed with the least practicable 
delay to join with the Soviet and British representatives on the mission 
with full authority to represent the United States in conjunction with 
Soviet and British contingents to see that the Bulgarian withdrawal is 
accomplished. You understand, of course, that Allied Joint Military Mission 
is under chairmanship of Soviet representative. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff will be notified when U.S. group departs 
from your Headquarters and a report of their accomplishment will be ren- 
dered when the mission is completed. You are authorized to comunicate 
direct with the head of the U.S. Military Mission in Moscow on any details 
requiring hig assistance in Moscow.

Dear Dr. Sproul: 


The President of the United States has suggested to tne Secretary 
of War, the need for a comprehensive survey of the effects of our strategic 
vombing offensive against Vermany. A copy of the President's letter is at- 
tached. 


The principle purpose of this survey is to determine the extent to 
hich the enemy will and ability to resist may be destroyed by strategic 
4Saturally the collection of essential facts at the earliest 
le date will have a very direct bearing on our offensive against 
But there are two other immediate uses which are not so obvious. 


The first of these is the influence which a factual study will exert 
on the formulation of our national defense policy, with particular reference 
to the size of the military establishment and its makeup. It is very rare 
that one gets a chance to size up an operation while it is in progress so 
that plans can be readjusted for the post-war period. 


Secondly, and of equally great importance, is the bearing that such a 
study will have on the future layout and plans of factories and industrial 
establishments as well as cities. With the age of jet-propelled and rocket 
aircraft at hand, ought we to begin to build vital facilities part under- 
ground or baffled with blast walls, or should our future city planning look 
to the dispersal of plants in more dis*ant suburbds in order to remove the 
targets from the congested housing areas. 


All these and a hundred other decisions must be based on something 
more than the haphazard approach of the past. I believe we have an unusual 
opportunity to make a contribution to the future in some small recompense 
for the vast wastage of war. The President has indicated, and Mr. Lovett 
and lare completely in accord, that you have the necessary qualifications 
to nead this survey as chairman. 


I am asking Colonel Bradley Gaylord of my staff to present this letter 
to you personally. 4e is fully acquainted with the detail of the project. 
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I hope, therefore, f$hat you will find it possible to take on 
this tough job not only as a national service but as a benefit to the 
Army Air Forces, so that we can be prepared for the future.

Dear Joes 


My staff and I deepiy appreciate the kind remarks and the thoughtful com- 
ments which you forwarded in your ietter of 12 March 1945 on the subject of the 
draft memorandum which you carried home with you. The paper was a healthy ef- 
fort from one of my staff officers co determine by introspeccion our own de= 
ficiencies and to arrive at practical solutions therefor. It was written afwr 
we received the ground setbacks on the Western Front during December, and before 
the marvelous Russian advance gave us a welcom shot in the arm. When it was 
written, the presentation was timely and efrective; however, we feel now that 
certain parts, particularly those referring to targets for a long war, no longer 
hold good. For instance, we entirely agree with you that ball bearings is no 
longer an attractive target system. Recent intelligence indicates that the 
system has been dispersed more then we thought. 


In regard to your comments on the draft paper, you may rest assured that 
we are entirely alive to the requirements for the final blows against the enemy. 
This month our precision efforts against oil shouid ieave the Germans with a 
productive capacicy of the order of 50,000 tons, or less, of gasotins per month. 
Continued pressure wiil be necessary in order w mep their production below 
this figure, but with the higher expectancy of visual operations, this pressure 
can be maintained ami still leave the greater part of our effort available to 
finish off the Hun. While maintaining our pressure on oil, you may expect us 
to continue our efforts to keep the ground forces moving. ‘These operations 
will be pianned uses of heavy bombers on the battlefield rather than emergency 
uses. Our operational pianning officers are keeping in step with the ground 
plamers in order to make the strategic forces available in all cases where 
their blows are necestary or useful in facilitating the movement of the ground 
forces. With the approach of good weather, we anticipate no difficulty in this 

’ matter. We can met these commitments and still have available effort to use 
against transportation in isoleting the battlefield and in general dislocation 
of the system. An exemple of this was our pian CLARION which we consider 
singularly effective. 


I agree with your thought in paragraph 9, commenting on the paragraph on 
policy, as a desirable solution for the closing or tactical phases of the war. 
Such an arrangement is even now being effectively practiced. For some months, 
G-2, SHAEF, has been represented on the Combined Strawgic Targets Committees 
This representation was mutually beneficial. The judicial approach is absolutely 


CONFIDENTIAL 
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essential for long range strategic planning and we here are more tnan gratified 
with the contributions of both the Amprican and British experts in tnie field. 
The inconsistencies in target policy referred to in the basic paper are to a 
certain extent due to outside pressure, and aiso due to insufficient knowledge 
of the capabilities of other forces, both U. S, and Allied, required for a 
reasonable estimate of the length of the war. It has been of incaiculabile 
benefit in combating the numrous and somtimes ill-advised pressure groups, 
to have at our disposal expert committees of fact finders. I do not man that 
facts are everything, because a commander's judgment and intuition are all 
important. He must, however, have all possible facts at his disposal. 


Our operating techniques, strategic doctrines, and operationai pians are 
being made available to the U. S. Strategic Bombing Survey to further their 
project in arriving at a complete picture of the results of strategic bombing in 
this theater. I have conducted most satisfactory conferences with the civilian 
heads of this activity on the same subject and feel that the matter is under 
controle You realize, of course, that considerable delicacy exists in the mat- 
ter and we are exercising the utmost care in assisting the Survey to arrive at 
reasonable conclusions. = 


Naturally, here, we feel that the strategic lessons learned in this theater 
should be used to the maximum in furthering the war against Japan. Since the 
Japanese war has reached the stage where air strategic effort will have decisive 
effect on the final outcome, it is most important that the application of these 
lessons starts now. The stretegic doctrines to which you refer exist in the 
minds of the senior commanders and their senior staff officers. I have con- 
siderable doubt as to the possibility of effectively documenting these doctrines 
in such a mamner as to make them effective when presented to different staffs and 
commanders in other theaters. However, I am preparing & brief of both stretegic 
and tactical planning doctrines which will be oriented both for staff and public 
consumption. We want the benefit of the best thought in the theater in this 
preparation; therefore, I wiii be unable to include it at this time. I do not 
believe it is best to regiment our tactics, but sound principles must be known 
ami understood. When the war has reached a conclusion here, the transfer of 
senior staff officers is indicated. These officers should be selected both for 
their experience and their flexibility of thought, for those tactics which are 
sound in tne European theater may not be the best for tne Japanese theater. 
However, the experience over here, marticularly in the operation of massive 


Air Forces, must be transferred to the Pacific.

Your letter of 18 May on the subject of AAF representation with the 
European Advisory Commission has been received. As you know from my earlier 
letter on the subject, I thoroughly concur in the proposed J.C.5. paper under 
which the U.S. atr representative with the Buropean Advisory Commission, would 
be placed on the same footing as the military and naval advisers. 


I thoroughly agree also that the main job o* the air advisor should 
ve to “represent the views of the Commanding General, Army Air Forces," and that 
is precisely what General Spaatz and I consider the job to be. That is why we 
have been so anxious to establish informal contact with General Arnold through 
your office, and why we are so much in favor of the proposal that this informal 
channel of communication be “legitimatized" by the iseuance of the proposed 
1.¢ directive. 


The Buropean Advisory Commission has made some progress since I last 
wrote you. The Soviets have been showing distinct signs of wanting to cooperate 
with us in coming to meedy agreement in the German terms of surrender, and final 
agreement is now being held up only by two or three points of phraseology which 
bhe British consider important and want to have changed, but which the Soviets 
and ourselves want to forget about. In substance, the draft now being considered 
does not differ greatly from the one I enclosed with my memo of 22 April to Barney 
Giles, 


One other matter with which we are now especially concerned over here, 
is the preparation of detailed plans for the retaliatory use of gas in the coming 
operations. The attached copy of a letter to General Eisenhower explains the 
position of USSTAF. It is probable that, if this is not already completely cover- 
ec by CCS policy, it will be placed before the CCS. 


I hope you will continue to keep us informed, as far as possible, of 
all developing plans and policies of Hq, AAF, War Department or Joint or Combined 
Chiefs of Staff which bear on our activkties over here.

1, In accordance with an agreement reached by representatives of 
SHAEF (A/V Robb), Air Ministry (A/M Bottomley), Bomber Command (A/VM 
Oxlani), AEAF (4/6 Kingston-McCloughry) and USSTAF (Brig. Gen, Cabell), 
plans are being drawn for the retaliatory use of gas by attack. 


2, It is realized that the problem of policy involved are matters 
for decision by the Combined Chief of Staff and the Governments, ‘The 
recommendations of this Headquarters both as to policy ami method are as 
follows: 


a. We should assume no obligation to conduct retaliatory gas 
attack even though our respective governments have threatened to do so 
if the German uses it first, nor should retaliatory gas attacks be ordered 
by any echelon of command. The sole test as to whether or not gas be used, 
should be the estimated relative effectiveness of that compared to other 
weapons, for the particular system or target selected, Available bombing 
effort should be applied in the most effective way as determined by the 
situation at the moment, A strong effect on morale could be obtained 
through the continuance of the threat alone, Punishment might be meted 
out more strongly through other bomb loads. 


b, At thie time, it is not believed that the use or non-use of 
gas materially affects the priority of target systems. The strategic 
targets awaiting attack are so numerous, and the visual days available 
for their attack are so few, that on those days we cannot afford the 
pa + epee any but priority targets and then with the most ef- 

ve . 


c, Gas should not be used by us on civil populations unless 
first used by the Germans Ite use by the Germans 
against military personnel does not just: our unrestricted use of it, 


ad, In the satellite comtries, our use of gas should be limited 
to combat installations and lines of commmication not in heavily populated 
areas, If we go in for heavy gas attack, we can more profitably employ the 
effort against Germans, The repercussions of gas wee against satellite 
populations would outewigh the slight advantages to be derived.

USSTAF has recently completed a careful analysis of the Intelligence 
obligations now incumbent upon General Spaatz. It is clearly evident that 
these responsibilites have greatly increased in number. Moreover, though not 
evident from a cursory examination, the scope of each particular responsibility 


has broadened. For example, the dissemination function alone has developed to 
& point where USSTAF is practically the sole agency — except where direct 
servicing has been arranged by USSTAF —- for the supply 6f Air Intelligence 
produced by USSTAF and the myriad of British Agencies in the Uni Kingdom to 
all U. S. formations in the Huropean Theater of Operations. 


To mest these increased responsibilities, as well as to more 
efficiently perform all of the Intelligence duties that are required of USSTAF, 
it is proposed that we exercise control of policy, coordination of effort, or 
direct control where needed, over all Intelligence agencies concerned with the 
production of: 


Operation Intelligence — Order of Battle, GAF Production, 
Flak, etc. 

Target Intelligence (including Economic Intelligence) 
Technical Intelligence, 

Photo Intelligence. 

"Y" Intelligence. 

Counter Intelligence, 

Post Hostilities Intelligence. 

Political and Psychological Intel ligence. 

Prisoner of iar Interrogation. 

Escape and Evasion Intelligence. 


This move is consistent with the wish expressed in ijashington and by 
the Commanding General, USSTAF, that U. S. Air Intelligence eventually welk on 
its own feet. The establishment of a strong centralized Intelligence section 
within USSTAF, such as proposed, would be the first step in this direction. 


In the first year of U. S. operations in this Theat er, the entire 
burden of providing essential operational Air Intelligence for the U. S. Arny 
Air Force fell on the British. Gradually, U. S. participation in Air Ministry 
functions was enlarged as the result of a policy designed to produce U. S. 
developed Air Intelligence and to train U. S. personnel in the highly developed 
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Ltr. to maj. Gen. L. S. Kuter, & Nov 4h. 


sections of Air Ministry Intelligence. This U. S. participation should con- 
tinue to grow, With a strong centralized Directorate of Intelligence under 
USSTAF, controlling all Intelligence functions, additional U. S. Intelligence 
personnel can be placed in all vital Air Ministry Departments to analyse, along 
with the RAF, the raw Intelligence received. This, as part of a comprehensive 
USSTAF Intelligence plan, will assure more accurate and detailed intelligence 
methods.. It will insure the training of an adequate number of regular Army 
personnel as continuity of Air Intelligence into the years of peace to follow. 


Finally, it will, through this Intelligence organization, preserve 
the experience learned during our years at war and thereby enable American 
Air Intelligence to stand on experienced feet after hostilities. It is particu- 
larly important that this be done now when the doors of British Intelligence 
are hospitably thrown open for our benefit and study. 


The proposed augmentation of USSTAF Intelligence will provide a 
pattern for the fulfilment of Intelligence requirements at a Headquarters of 
USSTAF level. Moreover, it will provide a helpful framework for chronologically 
satisfying the development of Intelligence requirements throughout the war period, 
the Armistice, and Peace Conference; the Tripartite Council phase, and eventually 
Air Intelligence in Washington. 

I have carefully examined the proposed organization, the advantages 
and disadvantages concerned, and I have recommended that it be established as 
proposed and that necessary steps be taken to implement its activation. 


I have sent a similar letter to Barney Giles.

No doubt by this time you are fully acquainted with the collepse 
of the Poles' effoit inside of Warsaw. Naturally, we were all distressed 
to learn of the surrender of these brave Poles. However, we did feel re« 
lieved that we were not going to be forced to run another costly mission 
for their relief which at best would only have been a drop in the bucket 
of their needs. 


We deleyed closing our Russian bases for the winter until 5 October 
in anticipation, weather permitting, of running e final Frantic operation. 
We hed Russian a_proval and everything was laid on. Even if we had extended 
the evacustion deadline through the sixth and seventh, weather would have 
precluded the possibility of such an operation, After the surrender of the 
Wersaw Poles, a request was mede by their smbessador that we continue to 
run supply missions to their forces in the Radom erea, which had formerly 
been supplied on a small scale from MTO. This request was definitely turned 
down on the ground that we were forced to close our bases in Russie for the 
winter. 


We heve just received confirmation from Deane that the Soviets have 
officially approved our retention of Poltava with e skeleton house-keeping 
establishment of not to exceed three hundred men effective as of 1 November. 
it is our intention to hold our house-keeping establishment down to e force 
of epproximately two hundred.

tIOD SUBS¥UENT To NCVEMBER 1, 1945 


1. Frospects of a long term effort. it is entirely possible tmet the 
effects achieved by the acceleration of alr operations contemplated herein, 
in addition te the psychological ani military impact of the actual invasion 
on November 1, 1945, will precipitate the crisis essential for Japanese capitu- 
lation. In the event, however, that such an eventuality is not forthcoming, it 
is necessary to predicate our thought and action upon the accepted preaise 
that the war will extend through, but aot beyond, Secezber 31, 1945. The 
implications of a leng term effort are reflected in aircraft ani crew aveil- 
ebilities, personne) requirements and availabilities, logistical factors, 
deterioration in enemy cavacity to resist, comand organisation in the theater, 
and related iters. ‘ach of the effected factors are treated in the following 
discussion, and an overall quantitive analysis is made of the extent of the 
maximus optainable increase in cperatioml] effectiveness of the units concerned. 


2. Plawine facters. Careful analysis of experience in attrition and 
operating factors garnered through three and cne-half years of war experience 
reveals that over long periods cf sustained operetions certain tasic and stable 
factors apply. Application of the potential represented by tie augmentation 
of combat echelons in the Pacific is reflected in higher planning factors than 
could normally be accepted. ‘The plauning factors contained in this paper 
represent & considerable increase in effort over that previously anticipated. 
This should be reflected in & ,reater operational effort on the part of the 
units concerned but whether these rates can be sustained resains problematical. 
Certain savings can be expected from « decrease in the quality and quantity of 
enemy air opposition in the near future.

Thanks for your letter of 19 February. It was kind of you to 
let me know of your trip home and to give me the information it 
contained.
